Gor. fertilizer use can 
help keep 1955 corn profits high, 
by enabling farmers to ‘produce 
the same amount of corn on 
fewer acres, reports the Middle 
— Soil Improvement Commit- 
ee. 

“Such a program can help 
farmers stay within the 1955 
corn acreage allotments with- 
out cutting their net income,’’ 
says the committee. 

Soils specialists estimate that 
the Midwest’s corn yields could 
average 85 bushels per acre, in- 
stead of the present 50 bushel 
level, if farmers used good soil 
management practices and had 
favorable weather. 

These higher yields, says the 
committee, depend on: 

1—Supplying the soil with 
enough well-balanced nutrients, 
so it can meet the peak demand 
of the crop. This involves pro- 
viding a ‘‘main course’’ of plant 
food, as well as a starter applica- 


can supply. On heavy soils, 
agronomists say stands of 16,000 
to 18,000 stalks are profitable. On 
sandy soils they suggest 10,000 to 
12,000 stalks. 

3—Planting well adapted hy- 
brid seed corn. 

4—Controlling insects and dis- 
eases. 

“Nutrients have to be avail- 
able when the corn plants need 
them most, if you are to get 
high yields,’’ says the commit- 
tee. “In the fast-growing six- 
weeks’ periqd between the knee- 
high and tasseling stage, corn 
plants will eat up two-thirds of° 
their entire summer’s ration of 
nutrients. 

“One of the surest ways to get 
a well-developed, high-yielding 
corn crop is to plow down or 
disc in a complete fertilizer be- 
fore planting time and then add 
a starter fertilizer in the row. 
Some soils men recommend 
plowing down as much as 800 
to 1,000 pounds of fertilizer car-

Plant Food Plus 


Enough Stalks Key 


Good management gives extra 
bushels of corn per acre. 
[IF YOUR sights are set for top 
yields per acre on the acres 
you have in corn this year, here 
are some suggestions from the 


Middle West Soil Improvement 
Committee, based on reports 
from Corn Belt agronomists: 

1—Kee Fe soil’s ‘fertility 
level high y adding plenty of 
fertilizer. A soil test can be a 
good guide in suggesting the 
amount and kind of fertilizer 
needed to supply the corn plants 
with all the nitrogen, phosphate 
and potash they need for high 
yieding growth. Many farmers 
find it pays to plow down a com- 
plete fertilizer before planting 
time, then add a starter in the 
row and side dress later with 
extra nitrogen. 

2—Plant enough stalks to 
match the soil’s nutrient and 
water supply. Many farmers 
lose profits by not having a large 
enough stalk Do aay to make 
full use of plant food and 
water available. : 

3—Add regularly to the soil’s 
active ey: matter supply.

When you were a child did 
you ever look thru a Kaleidv-

Of course, there were not 
quité a million here in Hong 
Kong and now there are two 
and a half million, most of 
whom are all out of jobs. 
When you think that we have 
only about two million in our 
whole United States out of 
jobs, then you realize what a 
problem the English have here 
with one and a half million 
jobless. . 

This island, and its adjoin- 
ing territory on the mainland, 
is only about 333 square 
miles, (1/10 the size of Ken- 
tucky) and with all these peo- 
ple, you can see what a see- 
thing mass it is. They sleep, 
eat, cook, and live in the 
smallest of cubicles—in the 
stores and over and under 
them We are they aver- 
age five to a room. There were 
a thousand more born a month 
than die so we are wondering 
how they are going to have 
their ri if condiuions con- 
tinue for many years. 

They cook and eat so much 
right on the streets.
